The mur­ 
derer is not a bit better than a 
man-eating tiger, and the man 
who becomes a habitual murderer 
ought to have the mark of С am 
set upon his forehead as an out­ 
law whom it would be no crime 
to slay. And the bandit and bank 
robber is no better, for he is 
readv to commit murder if re­ 
sistance is offered by his victim.
